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Editorial  Comment 


The  Small  College  Still  to  the  Fore 

IT  IS  exceedingly  gratifying  to  have  the  College  open 
with  the  largest  attendance  in  its  history,  namely, 
three  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  at  a  time  of  greater 
economic  stress  than  obtained  last  year.  Then,  the  com- 
ment was  made  in  these  columns 
that  it  was  remarkable  that  the 
College  should  open  with  three 
hundred  under  the  then  prevailing 
hard  times.  Nevertheless,  it  would 
be  unwise  to  allow  ourselves  to  be 
tempted  to  take  as  many  students 
as  could  be  accommodated.  It  is 
essential,  in  order  that  proper  work 
should  be  done,  that  the  number  of 
students  be  limited.  Three  hundred 
is  perhaps  as  high  as  the  attendance 
should  go;  certainly,  it  should  never 
exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  and 
there  should  not  be  another  student 
admitted  with  the  present  teaching 
force  and  classrooms  strained  to 
capacity. 

And  just  here  it  is  noteworth}' 
that  the  value  of  the  small  liberal 
arts  college  is  receiving  more  and 
more  attention.  So  much  has  been 
said  about  it  recently  that  one 
might  be  disposed  not  to  pursue 
the  subject  further  but  articles 
appearing  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Liberal  Arts  College  Bulletin,  one  by 
President  Homer  Raine}-,  of  Buck- 
nell  University,  and  another  b\-  Dr. 
Burke  Smith,  Transmission  Engi- 
neer of  the  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company,  present  the 
most  striking  arguments  in  behalf  of  the  liberal  arts  or 
purely  cultural  college.  Both  of  these  articles  stress  the 
importance  of  cultural  training  such  as  is  provided  by  the 
liberal  arts  college.  President  Rainey  calls  attention  to 
the  attitude  of  many  deans  of  medical  schools.  These 
deans  take  the  attitude  that  it  is  a  mistake  to  over- 
emphasize premedical  courses  in  these  colleges,  such  for 
example,  as  the  subjects  of  physiology,  physiological 
chemistry  and  bacteriology,  that  can  be  well  deferred  until 
the  student  takes  his  regular  course  in  the  medical  schools, 
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where  these  subjects  will  be  gone  into  with  great  thorough- 
ness and  detail,  and  that  the  time  could  be  better  employed 
in  studying  those  subjects  which  will  give  the  student  a 
broad,  cultural  education.  Some  of  these  deans  go  so  far 
as  to  say  that  they  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  anticipate 
any  of  the  medical  courses  in  colleges  and  that  the  wiser 
plan  is  for  students  to  choose  their 
electives  in  other  fields  than  medi- 
cine. Moreover,  investigations  made 
of  students  having  fift\'  per  cent., 
or  more  of  credits,  and  those  having 
only  from  twenty  to  thirty-four 
per  cent,  credits  in  science,  did  not 
indicate  that  the  students  with  the 
fifty  per  cent,  credit  rated  as  well 
as  the  student  with  from  twenty  to 
thirty-four  per  cent,  credit.  From 
which  is  drawn  the  conclusion  that 
it  is  not  necessary  for  a  good  student 
in  preparing  himself  for  medicine 
to  take  any  large  amount  of  chemis- 
try, biology  or  physics. 

The  other  article  by  Dr.  Burke 
Smith,  reaches  the  conclusion  that 
in  the  engineering  field,  the  liberal 
arts  college  has  supplied  a  rather 
large  number  of  successful  engineers 
to  industry  and  that  these  men,  as  a 
group,  have  stood  well  above  the 
average  in  scholarship,  and  judged 
by  their  achievements,  have  been 
drawn  from  the  best  product  that 
the  colleges  have  to  offer. 

It  is  this  broad,  cultural,  non- 
specialized  training  which  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  provides  and  in  order 
that  this  training  be  maintained  and  the  best  results  se- 
cured it  is  believed  that  the  College  should  remain  small. 

Advertising  the  College  Through  Radio 

THERE  has  been  considerable  comment  by  a  number 
of  alumni  in  the  way  of  criticism  of  the  failure  to 
take  advantage  of  broadcasting  opportunities  which  were 
offered  by  the  manufacturers  of  Lucky  Strike  cigarettes 
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last  winter.  It  seems  that  the  proposition  made  by  the 
Lucky  Strike  people  was  to  broadcast  the  music  from  one 
of  the  dances  and  at  the  same  time  grant  some  representa- 
tive of  the  College  an  opportunity  to  speak  over  the  radio 
for  a  few  minutes,  giving  some  account  of  the  College 
and  its  achievements.  Some  of  the  comment  indicated 
that  President  Eggleston  was  being  blamed  for  not 
availing  himself  of  this  opportunity.  In  a  statment  in  the 
last  issue  of  the  Alumni  Record,  President  Eggleston 
clearly  shows  that  he  was  not  responsible;  that  when 
approached,  he  stated  that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  matter  of  whether  the  dance  music  was  to  be  broadcast, 
or  not,  that  this  was  the  affair  of  the  German  Club.  Any 
criticism  directed  against  President  Eggleston  is  therefore 
unjustified. 

However,  it  is  believed  that  the  attitude  of  the  alumni 
on  the  matter  of  advertising  through  this  means  is  not.  one 
of  opposition.  The  cost  of  radio  broadcasting  is  prohibitive 
except  for  large  business  enterprises.  It  has  become  a 
practiced  custom  for  concerns  like  the  American  Tobacco 
Company — manufacturers  of  Lucky  Strikes — the  manu- 
facturers of  Edgeworth  smoking  tobacco,  and  manu- 
facturers of  all  sorts  of  articles  to  advertise  their  wares 
through  the  radio  and  in  order  to  do  this,  fine  musical 
programs  and  other  forms  of  entertainment  are  put  on  at 
tremendous  cost.  Incidentally,  these  companies  have 
been  broadcasting  programs  from  colleges  and  other 
institutions.  They  are  largely  responsible  for  the  broad- 
casting of  the  big  athletic  contests,  football  and  baseball. 
When  Hampden-Sydney  has  played  in  Richmond,  the 
game  has  been  broadcast  by  the  Edgeworth  Tobacco 
Company  and  it  has  been  esteemed  a  great  privilege  to 
have  a  representative  of  the  College  talk  for  a  few  minutes 
about  Hampden-Sydney,  during  the  time  between  halves, 
and  it  was  also  considered  fine  advertising  for  the  College. 
The  speaker  took  occasion  to  let  it  be  known  that  this 
opportunity  was  provided  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Edgeworth  Tobacco  Company.  Our  College  Glee  Club 
has  gladly  availed  itself  of  the  same  courtesy  to  broadcast 
its  programs  and  thus  have  a  chance  to  advertise  the 
College.  Of  course,  these  manufacturers  are  not  engaged 
in  any  eleemosynary  enterprise  and  their  object  is  to 
advertise  their  wares. 

Little  difference  is  seen  whether  the  medium  of  ad- 
vertising be  furnished  by  the  Edgeworth  Tobacco  Com- 
pany or  the  manufacturers  of  Lucky  Strikes,  and  whether 
a  football  game  in  which  the  college  is  participating  or  its 
glee  club's  program  or  music  given  at  a  dance  conducted 
at  that  college  is  broadcast,  seems  immaterial.  If  this 
advertising  affects  the  dignity  of  the  institution  in  the 
one  case,  it  would  do  so  in  the  other.  Moreover,  when 
President  Hoover  made  his  speech  of  acceptance  this 
summer  over  a  national  broadcasting  system,  the  time 
which  he  used  was  granted  him  by  the  manufacturers  of 
Lucky  Strike  cigarettes,  it  being  known  as  the  Lucky 
Strike  Hour  and  the  company  very  properly  took  credit 
for  the  same  and  let  it  be  known  to  the  public  that  it  was 
through  their  courtesy  in  yielding  this  time  to  Mr.  Hoover 
that  he  was  enabled  to  take  advantage  of  this  nation-wide 
hookup.  To  many  of  the  Alumni,  it  appears  that  such  an 
offer  as  the  German  Club  failed  to  take  advantage  of  is  an 
exceptional  one  for  bringing  the  College  before  the  public. 
As  we  understand  it,  as  an  introduction,  the  announcer 
will  state  to  the  radio  audience  the  program  that  is  to  be 
put  on  and  after  this  is  concluded,  he  announces  that  this 
program  has  been  provided  by  whatever  company  is 
putting  it  on,  and  will  then  proceed  to  say  whatever  he  has 


to  say  in  favor  of  the  article  which  is  being  advertised. 
In  the  case  of  Lucky  Strikes,  no  doubt  the  announcer 
would  say  that  Lucky  Strikes  are  very  popular  among  the 
Hampden-Sydney  students,  which  would  be  no  more  than 
the  truth  and  it  is  not  felt  that  this  would  bring  discredit 
on  the  College. 

It  would  seem  that  the  German  Club,  in  failing  to  take 
advantage  of  this  offer,  lost  an  unusual  opportunity  to 
bring  the  College  before  the  public. 


Richard  Morton  Venable,  1857

MR.  W.  HENRY  VENABLE,  '92,  of  Norfolk,  Vir- 
ginia,  has   presented   to   the   College   Library   the 
diploma  of  Richard  Morton  Venable,  '57,  nicely  framed. 

The  picture  in  this  issue  of  the  Record,  showing 
Richard  Morton  V^enable,  as  Major  of  Engineers  in  the 
Trans-Mississippi  Department,  C.  S.  A.,  will  be  interesting 
to  all  alumni.  The  names  of  those  in  the  picture  from 
left  to  right  are,  standing,  Boyd,  Procter,  Devoe,  Frenet; 
those  sitting,  R.  M.  Venable,  Douglas,  Hopkins.  The 
picture  is  from  an  old  copy  owned  by  Miss  Susan  W. 
Venable. 

Richard  M.  Venable  was  born  in  Charlotte  County, 
February  8,  1839,  his  parents  being  Richard  N.  and 
Magdalen  McCampbell  Venable.  He  graduated  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney in  1857;  then  entered  the  University  of 
Virginia,  where  he  studied  applied  mathematics  and 
engineering  for  two  years,  and  entered  the  war  on  April  21, 
1861,  as  a  private  in  the  Richmond  Howitzers.  He 
served  throughout  the  war,  being  Lieutenant  of  Artillery, 
Lieutenant  of  Engineers,  Captain  of  Artillery  and  Engi- 
neers and  Major  of  Artillery  and  Engineers.  Until  1863 
he  served  in  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia,  and  was 
then  transferred  to  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department. 

When  Major  Venable  returned  home,  his  considerable 
patrimony  had  been  destroyed.  He  went  to  Texas  and 
became  Commandant  of  Cadets  and  Professor  of  Engi- 
neering at  the  Military  Academy  and  University  of 
Louisiana.  He  then  went  to  Washington  College  (now 
Washington  and  Lee),  where  for  two  years  he  taught 
mathematics  and  studied  law,  receiving  his  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Law  in  1868. 

Major  \'enable  settled  in  Baltimore,  and  resided  there 
until  his  death.  His  knowledge  of  the  law  was  such  that 
he  not  only  had  a  large  practice,  but  was  called  to  the 
law  faculty  of  the  Llniversity  of  Alaryland,  which  place 
he  held  from  1872  to  1906.  During  this  period  he  prepared 
and  published  a  work  on  the  law  of  real  property  in 
Maryland,  which  became  a  standard  for  the  profession. 
iVIajor  Venable  was  very  active  in  public  services. 
Upon  the  adoption  of  the  present  city  charter  of  Baltimore, 
he  was  asked  to  take  the  position  of  a  member  of  the 
Second  Branch  of  the  City  Council,  and  served  from  1899 
until  1903.  In  the  latter  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor 
of  Baltimore,  he  became  President  of  the  Park  Board,  a 
position  which  he  held  until  1908,  when  he  was  compelled 
to  retire  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  did  an  immense 
service  for  the  City  of  Baltimore  during  this  period,  the 
plan  for  the  general  development  and  extension  of  a  system 
of  parks  in  and  around  the  city  being  largely  the  fruit  of 
his  labors.

Immediately  after  the  big  fire  of  1904  he  drafted  the 
"Burnt  District  Act,"  and  it  was  largeh'  due  to  his  efforts 
that  the  public  improvements  etfected  at  that  time,  in- 
cluding the  system  of  public  docks,  were  made.  For  many 
years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  and 
was  vice  president  of  the  latter. 

The  city  stadium  in  Baltimore  was  named  in  his  honor. 

He  died  July  10,  1910. 

Major  \  enable  was  an  enthusiastic  alumnus  and  friend 
of  Hampden-Sydney.  When  the  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary was  moved  to  Richmond,  he  bought  the  Seminary 
property  and  donated  most  of  this  to  Hampden-Sydney 
College.  As  a  result  the  College  came  into  possession  of 
the  residence  now  occupied  by  President  Eggleston; 
Venable  Hall  Dormitory;  the  residence  now  occupied  by 
Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.;  the  Library;  the  residence  now 
occupied  by  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston;  the  residence  now 
occupied  by  Professor  Thomas  E.  Gilmer;  and  The 
Maples,  with  about  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  acres  of 
land,  which  were  to  become  the  property  of  the  College 
at  the  death  of  Mrs.  Bettie  Venable. 


Greetings  from  the  New  President  of  the 
Alumni,  Dr.  H.  Wallace  Blanton,'12 

MUCH  to  my  regret,  I  was  unable  to  attend  the  last 
meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association,  held 
at  Hampden-Sydne\-,  June  7,  1932,  and  that  may  account 
for  the  fact  that  I  was  informed,  about  a  week  later  by  the 


secretary  that  I  had  been  elected  president  of  the  organi- 
zation. This  news  came  as  a  great  surprise,  and  although 
entirely  unfitted  for  such  a  position,  I  am  deeply  ap- 
preciative of  the  honor  bestowed  upon  me. 

I  feel  that  the  Association  made  a  grave  error  in 
selecting  some  one  whose  time  for  outside  activities  is  so 
limited,  but  I  shall  endeavor  to  find  time  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  alumni  and  their  affairs.  I  have  always  been 
deeply  interested  in  and  devoted  to  Hampden-Sj'dney 
College.  This  interest  and  devotion  dates  back  to  a  time 
before  I  entered  her  doors  as  a  freshman,  and  has  steadily 
increased  from  year  to  year,  until  now  as  a  moderately  old 
alumnus,  I  am  more  keenly  concerned  than  ever  before 
about  her  welfare. 

In  the  past  few  years  I  have  attempted,  in  some  small 
measure,  to  create  more  enthusiasm  and  to  build  up  a  live 
and  active  chapter  in  Richmond.  The  Alumni  Association, 
as  it  now  exists,  is  better  organized,  has  fuller  meetings 
and  more  enthusiastic  gatherings  than  at  any  time  in  its 
existence.  This  is  due  in  no  small  part  to  the  untiring  and 
unselfish  efforts  of  such  a  distinguished  alumnus  as  Dr. 
Charles  W.  Dabney,  who  really  revived  the  organization 
from  a  state  of  apathy  and  gave  an  impetus  which  has 
been  carried  on  and  developed  by  our  past  president. 
Honorable  Robert  K.  Broclc  and  the  General  Alumni 
Secretary,  George  L.  Walker.  If  the  Alumni  Association 
is  to  continue  in  its  present  healthy  state,  there  arc 
certain  conditions  which  must  exist.  First  and  foremost 
of  these  is  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  close  cooperation  be- 
tween this  organization  and  the  College  authorities. 
^^lthout  this  essential,  we  cannot  hope  for  continued 
success. 

The  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  are  interested  in 
and  deeply  concerned  with  the  following  integral  parts 
of  the  college:  The  Board  of  Trustees,  the  President,  the 
adtninistrative  force,  the  Faculty,  the  site  and  character  of 
the  student  bod\,  what  is  taught  at  II am pden-Sydney,  the 
athletic  coach,  and  the  schedule  of  the  athletic  teams.  We  feel 
that  we  are  entitled  to  an  expression  of  opinion  on  any  or 
all  of  the  above-mentioned  departments,  and  should  be 
permitted  to  voice  our  sentiments.  At  times  there  may  be 
differences  of  opinion.  This  is  only  natural,  but  it  must 
be  perfectly  evident  that  whatever  the  alumni  think  or 
say,  is  only  for  the  best  interests  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
No  one  can  be  seeking  self-glorification  in  such  an  organi- 
zation; therefore  we  trust  that  there  will  be  a  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  an  open  mind  on  all  questions  which  may 
come  up  for  discussion.  Another  important  item  in  the 
success  of  the  Alumni  Association  is  that  of  bringing  the 
old  men  back  to  the  College.  The  efforts  alread\"  afoot  for 
the  gatherings  at  "Home  Coming  Day"'  and  at  Finals 
should  be  quickened,  and  those  in  charge  should  endeavor 
to  make  these  occasions  so  delightfully  pleasant  that 
alumni,  in  increasing  numbers,  will  be  present.  If  I  might 
presume  to  suggest,  a  hospitality  committee  be  appointed, 
who  will  attempt  to  make  each  individual  alumnus  feel  so 
at  home  and  so  enjoy  his  visit  that  he  will  certainly  return, 
and  bring  others  with  ijim  at  the  next  meeting.  A  close 
check  should  be  kept  and  tabulated  on  the  number  of  men 
present  on  each  "Home  Coming  Day"  and  at  Finals,  in 
order  that  we  may  see  what  progress  we  are  making. 

It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  enrollment 
at  the  College  is  the  largest  they  have  ever  had,  about 
three  hundred  and  twenty.  Congratulations  to  the 
president  and  to  all  others  who  were  so  helpful  in  obtaining 
such  numbers,  notably  Air.  George  L.  Walker  and  Air. 
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Charles  A.  Bernier.  But  the  question  arises,  how  far  shall 
we  go  in  increasing  our  numbers?  There  are  probably 
many  who  have  different  ideas  on  this  subject.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  the  enrollment  in  the  Freshman  Class  should 
be  restricted  rather  than  limiting  the  total  enrollment.  If 
it  were  advertised  that  Hampden-S\'dney  limited  the 
enrollment  in  the  Freshman  Class,  I  believe  there  would  be 
such  an  excess  of  applicants  that  they  could  be  enrolled 
by  a  selective  process.  This  is  purely  a  personal  expression 
of  opinion,  and  is  advanced  only  to  stimulate  thought  on 
the  subject. 

In  conclusion,  I  send  greetings  to  all  chapters  of  our 
organization,  and  specifically  urge  that  they  bend  every 
effort  to  have  frequent,  enthusiastic,  and  harmonious 
meetings;  that  more  alumni  return  to  the  College  at  stated 
times,  and  that  we  all  work  together  for  the  good  of 
Hampden-Sydney.

not be  realized  in  larger 
colleges.  Its  location  and  its  isolation,  which  some  have 
thought  were  its  handicaps,  are  really  ideal  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  ideals  for  which  Hampden-Sydney  stands. 

For  the  past  seven  years  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  have  attended  every  meeting  of 
this  body.  On  the  numerous  visits  which  I  have  made  to 
"The  Hill,"  I  have  been  deeply  impressed  with  the  ease 
with  which  the  students  and  professors  approach  each 
other,  and  with  the  fine  fellowship  existing  between  them. 
The  boys  go  in  and  out  of  the  homes  of  the  community 
with  as  much  ease  and  welcome  as  they  do  their  own. 
Loyalty  to  the  truth;  a  president  and  faculty  that  are 
second  to  no  college  of  her  size,  and  the  great  place  given 
in  the  curriculum  to  the  Word  of  God  are  other  factors 
that  contribute  to  the  greatness  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
The  real  worth  of  this  College  is  being  recognized,  as  never 
before,  by  people  throughout  the  nation.  This  is  evidenced 
by    the    constantly    increasing    enrollment.   Few    if    any 


colleges  of  our  country,  for  the  past  two  or  three  years, 
have  increased  their  enrollments  proportionally  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. The  enrollment  for  this  session  is  three 
hundred  and  seventeen,  with  a  possibility  of  one  more, 
which  is  all  that  can  be  accommodated.  Broadcast  the 
news  that  Hampden-S}-dney  is  filled  to  capacity.  Nothing 
will  do  the  College  more  good  than  to  spread  abroad  the 
fact  that  It  exists  to  maintain  certain  Ideals,  and  promote 
certain  standards  that  are  not  maintained  elsewhere; 
that  it  Is  not  merely  another  college,  but  that  it  Is  one 
with  a  purpose  altogether  unique;  that  it  desires  its  patron- 
age only  from  those  who  believe  in  the  principles  and 
policies  which  have  made  It  what  It  is,  and  that  it  will  not 
sacrifice  Its  purpose  and  ideals  to  increase  Its  enrollment. 

The  alumni  can  render  the  College  great  assistance  by 
letting  these  facts  be  known  in  their  communities;  by 
sending  to  the  president  of  the  College  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  prospective  students  who  give  promise 
of  meeting  the  requirements  of  Hampden-Sydney  and 
measuring  up  to  its  ideals;  by  bringing  to  the  attention  of 
people  of  means  the  financial  needs  of  the  College  and  the 
opportunities  it  affords  for  the  Investment  of  their  funds; 
by  seeing  that  the  small  amounts  requested  b>-  the  Synod 
of  Virginia  from  their  churches  for  Hampden-S)'dney 
College  are  paid  In  full;  by  forwarding  to  the  alumni 
secretary  promptly  news  of  the  alumni  for  publication  In 
The  Record;  by  communicating  with  the  president  of  the 
College  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  con- 
cerning matters  that  affect  the  policy  of  the  College  before 
discussing  them  publicly  and  promiscuously  with  others. 
The  trustees  are  your  servants,  as  well  as  the  servants  of 
the  S}'nod  of  Virginia,  to  whom  the  College  belongs.

From  the  Dean's  Office 

AGAIN  students  have  been  turned  away  because  they 
Jr\.  could  not  be  cared  for.  The  enrollment  figure  set  In 
advance  was  three  hundred.  To  reach  this  figure  it  was 
estimated  that  about  one  hundred  new  men  would  have 
to  be  enrolled.  However,  on  account  of  financial  difficulties, 
the  return  of  so  many  of  the  old  students  was  so  uncertain 
that  the  number  of  new  students  was  allowed  to  run  to 
one  hundred  and  fifteen.  Financial  difficulties  might 
have  Interferred  with  the  coming  of  some  of  the  new  men 
and  this  had  something  to  do  with  our  allowing  so  man\- 
to  enroll.  Not  onl}'  did  practically  all  the  new  men  enrolled 
matriculate,  but  more  old  men  returned  than  were  ever 
hoped  for,  with  the  result  that  the  second  day  after  College 
opened  the  registration  reached  three  hundred  and  sixteen, 
ten  more  than  the  total  enrollment  of  last  session. 

Not  all  the  new  men  were  freshmen.  Nine  of  them 
are  sophomores  and  three  are  juniors. 

The  number  of  old  men  returning  would  be  remarkable 
at  any  time,  and  Is  especially  so  in  such  times  as  these. 
At  the  end  of  last  session  there  were  in  the  three  lower 
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classes  two  hundred  and  t\vent\'-six  men  eligible  to  return 
and  one  hundred  and  ninety- seven  of  these  returned. 

The  majority  of  the  new  men  are  from  Virginia  of 
course.  A  goodly  number  from  West  Virginia,  as  usual. 
A  scattering  count  from  Arkansas  to  Connecticut  and 
from  Michigan  to  Texas. 

The  aspirations  of  the  freshmen,  as  stated  on  their 
matriculation  cards,  indicate  an  increase  of  twenty-six  in 
the  medical  profession  within  a  few  3-ears,  and  twelve  in 
the  legal  profession.  Seven  specified  teaching  as  their 
preferred  life  work.  Business  and  commercial  chemistry 
claim  four  each;  dentistry,  engineering  and  the  ministr)-, 
three  each;  banking,  coaching  and  the  stage,  two  each. 

Forty-nine  Presbyterians,  twenty-two  Methodists, 
seventeen  Baptists,  ten  Episcopalians,  and  four  Christians 
show  the  religious  affiliations  of  the  Freshman  Class.  There 
are  eight  who  are  not  church  members. 

The  Faculty  is  the  same  as  last  year  except  that  Mr. 
Weaver  resigned  to  study  law  at  Duke  University  and 
his  place  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  F.  Ghigo. 

Mr.  Ghigo  is  from  Valdese,  North  Carolina,  and  is  a 
B.  S.  graduate  of  Davidson  College.  For  the  past  two 
years  he  has  been  teaching  Spanish  at  the  Riverside 
Military  Academy  in  Georgia.

It  is  hoped  that  this  cottage 
can  be  painted  and  repaired  in  the  near  future  and  made 
into  a  Club  House. 

Tulane  Atkinson,  the  man  who  raised  the  funds  for  the 
first  pavements  put  down  at  the  College  and  who  was  and 
is  the  instigator  of  a  multitude  of  other  good  and  useful 
things  about  "The  Hill,"  is  pushing  the  project.  He  is 
being  aided  and  abetted  by  Bob  Brock  who  has  for  some 
time  been  a  devotee  of  the  ancient  game.

THIS  is  an  interesting  boo!:,  the  body  of  which  consists 
of  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  pages  of  notes  made  by 
H.  R.  Thornton  (1S74)  during  the  early  part  of  his  resi- 
dence of  three  years  at  Cape  Prince  of  Wales,  Alaska,  as 
teacher   and    mission- 
ary— along   with    Mr. 
William  Thomas  Lopp 
— under  the   auspices 
of  the  American  Mis- 
sionary Association, 
an  organization  acting 
as  agent  of  the  United 
State  Government  in 
educating  and   Chris- 
tianizing the  natives. 

Mr.  Thorton  had 
rare  powers  of  obser- 
vation and  insight  and 
unusual  gifts  of  lucid 
statement.  The  full 
notes  written  by  him 
have  been  edited  b\' 
his  widow,  Mrs.  Neda 
S.  Pratt  Thornton, 
and  by  his  nephew. 
Dr.  William  M.Thorn- 
ton, Jr.,  of  Johns  Hop- 
kins University. 

The  introduction 
contains  a  brief  biog- 
raphy of  the  author, 
a  first-honor  graduate 
of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  the  Class  of 
1874.  This  is  followed 
by  a  chapter  b)'  Dr. 
William  Mynn  Thorn- 
ton (1867),  entitled 
"Memories  of  a 
Brother" — written  in 
the  wonderful  style  of 
which  Dr.  Thornton 
is  master — which  gives 
a  pleasing  picture  of 
the  author's  childhood 
and  youth,  and  brings 
the  record  down  to  the 

"sacrificial  end"  on  August  19,  1893,  when  "he  was  shot 
to  death  by  a  drunken,  vengeful  Eskimo,  one  of  his  own 
pupils,  with  a  bolt  from  a  harpoon  gun." 

Of  the  notes,  there  are  sixty-five  chapters  in  which  are 
described  the  scenery  and  conditions  in  Alaska  as  it  was 
forty  }'ears  ago,  with  interesting  discussions  of  the  customs, 
language  and  traditions  of  the  primitive  people  of  the 
frozen  north.  Fifty-two  beautiful  illustrations  are  scat- 
tered throughout  the  pages  of  the  book,  taken  from  the 
most  reliable  sources  and  mainly  portraying  native  scenes 
— the  dwellings,  the  dress,  the  weapons,  the  game — of  the 
region  of  Cape  Prince  of  \\'ales  as  it  was  when  Messrs.

Thornton  and  Lopp  were  in  charge  of  the  mission  post  there. 

To  those  interested  in  Anthropology  and  Ethnolog\' 

this  volume  is  "an  entertaining  and  instructive  account  of 

the  countr}',  the  people,  and  their  customs,  describes  a 

number  of  lively  hunt- 
ing sketches,  and  con- 
tains some  interesting 
natural  history  notes." 
The  following  quota- 
tions from  a  state- 
ment by  Mr.  W.  M. 
Stirling,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  American 
Ethnolog\'  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, well  sum  up  the 
matter:  "The  Eth- 
nological account  of 
these  people,  made  at 
a  time  before  their 
social  structure  had 
broken  down  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  white  in- 
vasion of  Alaska,  is 
not  only  presented  in 
an  interesting  manner, 
but  is  of  great  scien- 
tific value." 

The  editing  has 
been  done  with  meti- 
culous care  and  scien- 
tific accuracy.  Indeed, 
if  there  be  any  just 
criticism  of  the  book, 
it  would  in  our  opinion 
be  that  the  volume  is 
"over-documented"; 
though,  of  course,  this 
documentation  is  ne- 
cessary for  the  student 
who  purposes  to  make 
a  thorough  study  of 
the  subject.  \\'e  sug- 
gest, however,  that  in 
subsequent  editions 
we  need  not  be  told  so 
often  in  the  footnotes 
that  Oogarook  means  "probably  the  bearded  seal";  nor 
who  are  meant  when  reference  is  made  to  Lucretia, 
Barnaby  Rudge,  Othello,  Charles  Lamb,  etc.  The  printing 
is  carefully  done;  we  noted  very  few  typographical  slips; 
and  the  make-up  is  handsome. 

This  publication  should  be  interesting  to  Hampden- 
Sydne}-  men,  not  only  because  of  its  intrinsic  value,  but 
also  because  of  its  author,  who  is  a  distinguished  graduate 
of  the  College,  a  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  men,  and  a  kinsman  of  many  who  have  been  among 
Hampden-Sydney's  best.  As  far  back  as  1819,  F.  and 
William  Thornton  were  members  of  the  class  of  that  year; 
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Tliornton  Memorial  Chapel,  Cape  Prince  of  Wales,  Alaska 
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later  William  M.  and  S.  A.  Thornton  were  of  the  Class  of 
1829;  William  Mynn  Thornton  was  a  trustee,  1830-44. 
The  author's  father,  Colonel  John  T.  Thornton,  1842,  the 
pride  of  Southside  \'irginia  and  a  brilliant  ornament  of  the 
bar  of  the  state,  was  a  trustee  of  the  College,  1851-59. 
The  sons  of  this  statesman-soldier  were  \\  illiam  M.,  James 
R..  Harrison  R.,  Francis  I.,  and  Richard  S.  Thornton — 
all,  but  the  last,  honor  graduates  of  the  College.  The  first 
of  these,  William  M.  Thornton  (1867),  was  for  more  than 
fifty  years  professor  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  and  is 
now  professor  emeritus.  James  Riddle  Thornton  (1871) 
was,  1883-1911,  the  revered  and  beloved  Professor  of 
Mathematics  at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  his  name  is  still 
one  to  "conjure  with"  among  students  of  that  generation. 
Of  the  author  of  this  book  no  more  need  be  said  than 
has  been  said  by  his  brother  in  the  sketch  referred  to:  "To 
those  who  loved  him  his  death  was  an  irreparable  grief. 
Yet  as  I  have  looked  back  over  his  whole  career  I  have 
come  to  feel  that  to  walk  bravely  through  this  world,  to 
work  unselfishly  for  them  that  need  help,  to  die  for  noble 
ideals  is  not  to  have  lived  for  naught." 


Revolutionary  War  Record  of 
Wade  Mosby,  1781 

By  Judge  Edwin  P.  Cox.  1888 

WADE  MOSBY  was  born  in  a  section  of  Cumberland, 
which  is  now  Powhatan  County,  in  1 761.  In  1777 
he  joined  a  number  of  his  fellow  students  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  Academy  (later  a  college)  in  forming  a  volunteer 
company.  John  B.  Smith,  a  professor,  was  captain. 
Subalterns  were  Lieutenant  Samuel  Venable  and  Ensign 
Samuel  Hackley. 

Mosby  served  six  weeks  at  \\  illiamsburg  when  he  was 
si.xteen  years  old.  A  year  later  the  company  again  went 
out  under  the  same  officers,  serving  for  six  weeks  at 
Petersburg.  Mosby  then  left  college.  (This  is  from  an 
affidavit  made  by  Mosby  in  Powhatan  County,  September 
19,  1832.  See  "Virginia  Militia,"  by  J.  T.  McAllister, 
Section  197.) 

It  appears  from  the  same  affidavit  that  Mosby  was  at 
Guilford  Court  House  in  the  battle  there,  March  15,  1781, 
and  in  the  battle  at  Petersburg,  Virginia,  April  28,  1781. 
He  was  at  one  time  adjutant  of  a  regiment  of  cavalry 
and  was  appointed  a  captain,  June  20,  1781,  in  Powhatan 
Count}-,  in  place  of  Captain  R.  Hughes,  prisoner  of  war. 

Note:  I'irijinia  Militia  in  the  Ri'Tolulionary  liar  was  compiled 
by  J.  T.  McAllister,  an  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Class  of  1889.

Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  has  sent  me  a  paragraph  from  an  article 
written  by  his  grandfather.  Reverend  Drury  Lacy, 
entitled  "Early  Recollections  of  John  Randolph."  The 
paragraph  of  the  article  is  as  follows: 

"About  the  year  1800,  a  'grammar  school' — as  they  used  to 
be  called — was  established  by  the  Reverend  Drury  Lacy,  of 
precious  memory,  at  Ararat,  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia. 
This  school  was  kept  up  by  its  founder  until  his  death  in  1815, 
and  was  continued  for  several  years  afterwards  by  his  eldest  son, 
now  Reverend  William  S.  Lacy,  of  Arkansas.  During  a  period 
of  its  existence,  instead  of  being  merely  preparatory,  as  it  only 
professed  to  he,  it  became  actually  the  rival  of  Hampden- 
S\dne\'  C^ollege,  in  the  neighborhood  of  which  it  was  located. 
For  many  years  of  my  life  I  was  a  member  of  this  school,  and 
during  the  time  that  Mr.  \^'illiam  Lacy  was  principal,  had 
frequent  opportunities  of  seeing  Mr.  Randolph.  Mr.  Lacy,  before 
the  death  of  his  father,  had  studied  law  under  Judge  Beverly 
Tucker,  the  neighbor  and  half-brother  of  Mr.  Randolph,  and 
whilst  in  that  family,  became  very  intiinate  with  him,  and  a 
mutual  attachment  was  formed,  which  continued  to  the  close  of 
Mr.  Randolph's  life.  On  the  death  of  his  father,  Mr.  Lacy 
abandoned  law  and  took  charge  of  the  school  at  Ararat,  where 
Mr.  Randolph  sent  his  three  wards — John  Randolph  Clay,  John 
Randolph  Hryan  and  Thomas  Bryan,  to  he  taught  the  classics. 
The  widow  of  his  brother  Richard  still  resided  at  Bizarre,  only 
two  miles  distant,  whom  he  loved  tenderly  and  often  visited. 
These  circumstances  united,  brought  him  to  Prince  Edward  and 
kept  him  in  this  neighborhood  much  of  the  time  when  he  was 
not  in   Washington." 

William  S.  Lacy  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1811.

IN  the  Order  Book  (Minutes)  of  the  County  Court  of 
Prince    Edward,    Page    323,    October,    1844,    are    the 
following  resolutions: 

"Whereas  it  has  been  aiinouiiced  to  the  Court  that  since  its 
last  session,  it  has  pleased  an  ail-wise  Providence  to  remove  by 
death  Mr.  James  D.  Wood,  for  many  years  a  useful  and  valued 
member  of  this  Court: 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  deeply  sympathize  with 
his  bereaved  family,  and  that  we  lament  his  death  as  a  public 
loss. 

"Resolved,  that  we  have  known  but  few  men  who  in  all  the 
relations  of  life  (both  public  and  private)  have  so  well  sustained 
the  reputation  of  good  citizen  and  Christian  gentleman,  and  that 
we  will  cherish  his  memory  with  that  warm  and  affectionate 
regard  which   his  life  was  so  well   calculated  to  inspire. 

"Resolved,  that  in  testimony  of  respect  for  his  memory,  the 
Court,  the  bar  and  the  officers  of  the  Court  will  wear  the  usual 
badge  of  mourning  for  thirty  days. 

"Resolved,  that  these  resolutions  be  entered  on  the  record,  and 
a  copy  be  conveyed  to  the  family  of  the  deceased  by  Joseph  Redd 
of  the  Court  and  Asa  D.  Dickinson  of  the  bar,  and  also  to  the 
editors  of  the  Richmond  papers  with  a  request  to  publish  the 
same. 

"Resolved,  that  the  Court  will   now  adjourn." 

James  D.  Wood  was  born  in  1782,  in  Granville  County, 
North  Carolina,  and  was  the  son  of  Peyton  Wood  and 
his  wife,  Mary  Daniel,  of  Granville  County. 

He  is  listed  in  Bagby's  General  Catalogue  as  being 
of  the  Class  of  1815.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Union 
Society.  He  married  a  daughter  of  Francis  Watkins  of 
"Poplar  Hill."  She  was  Frances  Anderson  Watkins,  born 
April  27,  1790;  and  the  marriage  bond  is  dated  October 
19,  1 814.  Whether  he  left  College  before  graduation,  or 
married  while  at  College,  is  not  known.  He  established 
himself  as  a  merchant  in,  or  very  near  to,  Kingsville. 
Eventually  he  came  to  live  at  "Poplar  Hill."  Mr.  Wood 
was  a  successful  planter  as  well  as  a  successful  merchant, 
and  was  a  trustee  and  the  treasurer  of  the  College  for 
many  years.  He  was  also  treasurer  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  at  Hampden-Sydney.  He  died  in  1844. 

One  of  Mr.  Wood's  daughters,  Agnes,  married  Robert 
Guerrant  Branch,  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Class 
of  1833,  and  a  professor  in  the  College.  Another  daughter, 
Susan  M.  Wood,  married  Dr.  Moses  D.  Hoge,  Class  of 
1839. 


The  Ballantines

thaniel Venable,  one  of  the  founders  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Woodson. 

Arthur  Ballantine,  his  two  brothers,  and  his  father  are 
all  in  Who's  Who.  Any  wonder? 


MR.  WILLIAM  WATKINS  READ,  who  graduated 
at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1840,  and  who  for  man\- 
years  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  wrote  the  following  letter  to  Mr.  Pow- 
hatan Bouldin,  then  Editor  of  the  Danville,  Virginia 
Tunes.  The  letter  has  reference  to  a  noted  preacher  of  his 
day.  Reverend  Clement  Read,  who  graduated  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney in  1787. 

Charlotte   County,   Virginia, 
June  19,  1888. 
To  P.  Bouldin,  Esq.: 

Dear  Sir: 

The.  Rev.  Clement  Read,  your  grandfather  and  my  uncle, 
was  born  I  think  about  1769  or  1770,  and  was  educated  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  He  was  a  contemporary  and  probably,  a 
school-fellow  with  the  late  President,  General  William  H.  Harri- 
son, at  Hampden-Sydney.  When  he  became  a  minister,  I  do  not 
know,  but  I  think  he  was  a  Methodist  in  his  early  manhood,  and 
became  a  Presbyterian  Minister  ex  animo  for  he  was  probably 
brought  up  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  I  do  not  know  that  he 
ever  practiced  law,  nor  do  I  know  when  he  became  possessed  of 
Ward's  Neck. 

His  inheritance  and  first  residence  was  the  place  now  owned 
and  occupied  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Gaines,  and  he  was  living  there 
when  the  Sylvan  Hill  Mill  was  built,  for  I  have  seen  a  letter 
from  him  to  Judge  Paul  Carrington,  Jr.,  about  the  erection  of 
the  mill  dam  (it  was  on  the  border  of  his  estate).  He  owned 
Ward's  Neck  when  he  lived  where  Judge  Boylan  Green  now 
lives.  He  was  a  good  preacher  and  an  able  man.  His  tract  en- 
titled, "Reasons  for  not  joining  the  Temperance  Societj,"  was 
pronounced  by  capable  judges  an  unanswerable  argument,  in 
favor  of  his  view.  He  was  a  large  and  successful  tobacco  planter 
and  was  very  old-fashioned  in  his  methods  and  tastes.  His 
father  and  my  grandfather  was  Colonel  of  the  Fourth  Virginia 
Regiment  in  the  War  of  the  First  Rebellion,  and  laid  down  his 
life  in  defence  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  where  he  now  lies. 
His  mother  (an  Embrey)  was  married  twice  and  by  her  mar- 
riage with  the  Rev.  C.  Read's  father  (her  first  husband)  had 
only  three  (3)  children.  He  married  an  Edmunds,  and  died,  I 
think,  in  1843.  Very  truly,

From  "The  Harrisons  of  Skimino" 

THE  following  statement  in  reference  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  taken  from  Fairfax  Harrison's  very  inter- 
esting and  informing  book,  The  Harrisons  of  Skimino, 
pages  eighty-four  and  eight-five.  The  Burton  Harrison 
spoken  of  was  Fairfax  Harrison's  grandfather,  who 
graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1821: 

Hampden-Sydney  was  at  this  time  (say,  1780-1825)  the  chief 
educational  center  in  ^'irginia  and  indeed  in  the  South.  William 
and  Mary,  which  had  educated  four  of  the  seven  Virginia 
signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  had  represented  the 
ecclesiastical  system  of  the  Established  Church  and  decayed  with 
the  growth  of  the  new  ideas;  after  the  Revolution  it  fell  into 
popular  disrepute  with  the  other  institutions  of  the  ancient 
regime. 

rhe  youth  of  the  new  nation,  bred  in  principles  of  "libert}'," 
demanded  teaching  which  recognized  the  tendencies  of  contem- 
porary thought.  As  a  result,  there  were  founded  two  schools  in 
\'irginia,  both  dominated  by  the  Ciceronian  riovi — the  Scotch- 
Irish  dissenters  who  had  poured  into  Virginia  through  the 
Valley,  and  were  the  sinew  of  the  Revolution.  These  were 
Hampden-Sydney,  named  "in  honor  of  the  principles  of  political 
liberty  which  had  been  sealed  by  the  blood  of  martyrs,"  and 
Liberty  Hall,  at  Lexington,  since  known  as  Washington  and  Lee. 
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Mampdeii-S)diic\,  cslablishcd  in  1776  in  Piiiuc  lichvard 
County,  the  center  of  Soiithside  \'irginia,  was  controlled  by  the 
Presbyterians,  drawing  largely  upon  Princeton,  whence  came  its 
methods  and  its  teaching  staff.  In  181 5  it  had  already  an  honor- 
able roll  of  alumni,  including  William  Henry  Harrison,  after- 
ward President  of  the  United  States,  and  by  its  educational  op- 
portunities attracted  many  who,  like  Burton  Harrison,  were  not 
Presbyterians  and  who  might  otherwise  have  gone  to  William 
and  Mary  if  that  ancient  and  honorable  institution  had  happily 
been  regenerated  as  Jefferson  had  sought  to  regenerate  it  and 
had  so  been  adjusted  to  the  times.

Pritchett,  Jr.,  of  Danville,  N'irginia,  and  of  Richard  H.  Pritchett,  of 
Lynchburg,  both  of  these  gentlemen  being  members  of  the  Class  of 
1902.    To  them  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy. 

Mrs.  Laura  K.  Campbell,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Graham  Cox 
Campbell  and  mother  of  Rev.  Graham  F.  Campbell,  '14,  died  in 
Barbours^'ille,  \Wst  \'irginia,  September  21,  1932.

For  some  years  she  had  been 
living  in  Huntington,  West  Virginia,  and  a  local  paper  says:  "She 
wrought  for  good  in  Huntington  and  left  an  imprint  that  will 
endure." 

John  L.  Irby.  '66,  of  Nottoway  County,  Virginia,  was  killed  by  a 
fall  from  his  hay  wagon  on  August  19,  1932.  He  was  the  son  of 
John  L.  Irby;  his  wife  was  Miss  Fannie  B.  Irby.  Seven  children 
survive  him.  Mr.  Irby  was  the  last  surviving  member  of  the 
Nottowa\  Ca\'alr\'  and  was  the  oldest  surviving  Confederate  \'eteran 
in   Nottowa\'   Count}",   \'irginia. 

Many  of  our  older  alumni  will  learn  with  sorrow  of  the  death 
of    Mrs.    John    M.    \'cnablc,    which    occurred    at    her    home,    "The 


Maples,"  at  Hampden-Sydney,  \'irginia,  September  4,  1932.  "Miss 
Bet,"  as  she  was  affectionately  called  by  a  host  of  friends,  was  the 
daughter  of  Edwin  Edmonds,  Esq.,  of  "Rotherwood,"  and  Mrs. 
Maria  Richardson  Edmonds.  She  was  born  January  12,  1835,  and 
was  the  last  of  a  family  of  six  sisters  and  one  brother — the  average 
age  of  these  seven  being  eighty-five  years.  During  the  lifetiine  of 
her  husband,  she  resided  at  "Slate  Hill,"  the  colonial  home  of  Cap- 
tain Nathaniel  Venablc.  Later  she  moved  to  Hampden-Sydney.  Mrs. 
Venable  was  truly  a  remarkable  woman.  Her  vigorous  body,  her 
alert  mind,  her  robust  piety  combined  to  form  a  rare  and  unique 
personality.  As  a  notice  in  the  Fnrmville  lliralJ  puts  it:  "She  will 
be  recalled  by  hundreds  of  graduates  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
.  .  .  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  to  them  by  her  while  they  lived 
in  her  home  during  their  college  careers."  The  writer  of  the  book  of 
Proverbs  might  \vell  have  said  of  our  old  friend  what  he  said  of  "the 
\'irtuous  \voman":  "Her  price  is  far  above  rubies  .  .  .  She  girdeth 
her  loins  with  strength  and  strengtheneth  her  arms  .  .  .  Her  candle 
goeth  not  out  by  night  .  .  .  Let  her  own  work  praise  her  in  the  gates."
